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SUPERVISORY PATENT EXAMINER 
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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument filed on 10/30/06 have 
been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant's argument that Examiner cannot relay on Behne for the present rejection since Bohne 
was commonly owned at the time of the instant application is not persuasive. It should be noted that Examiner relied on Behne in rejection 
of claims 1*20 in the First Action or Non-Final Action mailed on 02/16/06. Applicant had chance to submit the Statement of Common 
Ownership in response to the first Office Action on 05/17/06. However, applicant did not do so. Therefore, the Statement of Common 
Ownership which is submitted after the Final rejection cannot be considered, since it raises new issues that may require a new ground of 
rejection. Applicant's argument that combination of Gochauer and Berkeley does not teach that the side pressure splitter is disposed on 
the body below the first pawl is not persuasive. Gochnauer teaches that the pressure splitter 20 is located on the bottom of the support 
body 30. The anti-kickback pawl 34 is located on the top portion of the support body 10 in Barkley. Therefore, when Gochnauer*s support 
body is combined with Barkley's anti-kickback pawl 34, the anti-kickback pawl 34 is positioned on the top portion of Gochnauer's support 
body (same position in Barkely's support body). In the case, the splitter 20 is located below the anti-kickback pawl in Gochnauer's support 
body as modified by Barkley. 
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
